I slid  through  some 
way  without  ever  letting  my  mind  grow  curious.  And,  it’s  funny,  but 
do  you  know  I feel  kind  of  regretful  now  whenever  I talk  to  a scholar. 
Or  go  in  a library.  Or  wander  through  a museum.  I missed  out  on  all 
that.  And  I find  myself  wishing  I could  go  back  to  college  to  live  those 
days  over  again. 


I met  a man  once  who  said: 


I missed  out  on  my  college  days.  You  see,  I didn’t  enter  into  it  quite 
all  the  way.  When  I went  there  I wanted  to  meet  the  one  girl,  and  I 
wanted  to  fall  in  love.

They  said,  “You’ve  got  to  be  hard  about  these 
things,”  and  they  gritted  their  teeth  on  the  word  “hard”  and  went  in 
for  sex.  I let  myself  believe  them  and  become  hard.  I threw  away  the 
dreams  and  pledges.  And  then  one  day  I met  a girl.  She  would  have 
been  the  dream  girl,  but  I didn’t  believe  in*  dream  girls.  “I’m  hard,  I 
said.  And  gritted  my  teeth.  “Love  is  only  sex,”  I said  and  went  in  for 
sex.  I didn’t  enter  into  love  all  the  way.  And  aim  at  perfection.  I marr- 
ied another  girl,  and  have  a family  now.
